His Excellency the Governor having accordingly met this Houſe in their Cham- 
ber, and his Excellency and the Hon, the Senate, who had alſo attended, having 
relpectively retired, Mr. Speaker reported to the Houle, that his Excellency had 
been pleaſed to make à Speech, to both Houſes of the Legiſlature, and had deliv- _ 
ered him a copy thereof, the ſame being read, is in the words following, to wit: 


' Gentlemen , P 
PERCEIVING the various objections which oppofed the holding. a ſpecial 
ſellon of the Legiſlature, and particularly at this ſeaſon of the year, it was not 
until after very mature reflection, that I became convinced that it was my duty to 
convene you. The reafons on which that opinion was founded, have been made 
known ; and ſubſequent; events have not diminiſhed their force. Our national 
affairs in relation to France, had, fince the laſt ſeſſion, aſſumed an afpe& ſo ſerious 
and alarming, as: to induce; the government of 'the United States to communicate - 
to the public, the information contained in the State Papers which will be laid 
before you; and thereby to appriſe the nation of the dangers which demanded 1 
immediate attention to their defence and ſecurity. Although aware that this greet 
buſineſs belonged to the national government, yet how far the ſafety and eſſential 1 
intereſts of this State required that auxiliary and correſpondent meaſures on her 
part ſhould be taken without delay, was a queſtion more proper for you than for „ 
me to conſider and decide; and that it might without loſs of time be fubmitted 
to your conſideration, a ſpecial ſeſſion was indiſpen abe. 
From the diſintereſted and friendly attentions early and repeatedly paid to the 1 
Government of the French Republic; and particularly in not only recognizing ite 
independence and authority at a delicate criſis; but alſo in paying to it, before | 
all the ſtipulated periods had arrived, the whole debt contracted under the Mon- 
archy, the United States had reaſon to expect that the moſt ſcrupulous regard 
would have been ſhewn by that Republic, to all the rights which belonged to their 
independent, pactfic and neutral fituation. But theſe expectations, however ra- 
tional, proved to be delufive. The rulers of that Republic immediately endea- 
voured to take undue advantage of this friendly diſpoſition, and did not heſitate to 
practiſe improper arts, and to make overbearing attempts to involve us in their 
wars, and for their objects; and that without any regard to the ſtate of peace and 
tranquility with which Providence had bleſſed us, and which it was not leſs our 
duty than our intereſt to preſerve. and maintain, until reaſons the moſt cogent and 
indiſpenſable ſhould render a recurrence to arms neceſſary and juſtifabkke. 
It is remarkable that from the arrival of the firſt miniſter ſent here by that Rei- 
| Public, their conduct towards us has been conſtantly becoming more and more 
diſrefpectful, offenſive and inimical; notwithſtanding the firicere and conciliatory 
| Overtures made to them by the United States. Two Legations ſent to them with 
ample powers and inftruQtions to propole, and even to requeſt an amicable diſ- 
cuſſion and ſettlement of differences, have been treated and repelled in a manner 
repugnant to juſtice and decorum ; and the late very reprehenſible and diſguſting 
demands which have been made, leave no room for us to believe or hope that peace 
vith the United States is among the objects of the "preſent Directory. The in- 0 
iigues and violence by which ſeveral European republics have been ſubjugated * 
and impoveriſhed, and by which the peace and neutral rights of other unoffending 
nettons continue to be diſturbed and violated, caſt light on the deſigns and vie Fs .
